1. Short title , extent, application , commencement, 
duration and savings. ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities (Prevention )

3. Punishment for terrorist acts , - ( 1) Whoever 
with intent to overawe the Government as by law 
established or to strike terror in the people or any 
section of the people or to alienate any section of 
the people or to adversely affect the harmony 
amongst different sections of the people does any 
act or thing by using bombs, dynamite or other 
explosive substances or inflammable substances or 
fire -arms or other lethal weapons or poisons or 
noxious gases or other chemicals or by any other 
substances (whether biological or otherwise ) of a 
hazardous nature in such a manner as to cause, or 
as is likely to cause , death of, or injuries to , any 
person or persons or loss of, or damage to , or des 
truction of, property or disruption of any supplies 
or services essential to the life of the community , 
or detains any person and threatens to kill or injure 
such person in order to compel the Government or 
any other person to do or abstain from doing any 
act, commits a terrorist act .

Whoever commits or conspires or attempts to commit 
or abets , advocates , advises , or knowingly facilitates 
the commission of, any disruptive activity or any act 
preparatory to a disruptive activity shall be puni 
shable with imprisonment for a term which shall not 
be less than five years but which may extend to 
imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine. 

( 2 ) For the purposes of sub -section ( 1) , " disruptive 
activity " means any action taken , whether by act

(5 ) predicts, prophesies or pronounces or other 
wise expresses , in such manner as to incite , advise , 
suggest or prompt, 


7. Conferment of powers. -- ( 1) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in the Code or in any other pro 
vision of this Act, the Central Government may, if 
it considers it necessary or expedient so to do , 

(a ) for the prevention of , and for coping with , 
any offence under section 3 or section 4 ; or 

(b ) for any case or class or group of cases 
under section 3 or section 4 , 
in any State or part thereof, confer , by notification 
in the Official Gazette , on any officer of the Central 
Government, power exercisable by a police officer 
under the Code in such State or part thereof or, as 
the case may be , for such case or class or group of 
cases and in particular , the powers of arrest, investi 
gation and prosecution of persons before any court. 

(2 ) All officers of police and all officers of Go 
vernment are hereby required and empowered to 
assist the officer of the Central Government , refer 
red to in sub -section ( 1) , in the execution of the pro 
visions of this Act or any rule or order made 
thereunder .

8. Forfeiture of property of certain persons. — ( 1 ) 
Where a person has been convicted of any offence 
punishable under this Act or any rule made there 
under, the Designated Court may, in addition to 
awarding any punishment by order in writing , de 
clare that any property , movable or immovable or 
both , belonging to the accused and specified in the 
order , shall stand . forfeited to the Government free 
from all encumbrances. 


5. Possession of certain unauthorised arms etc., in 
specified areas. -- Where any person is in possession 
of any arms and ammunition specified in columns 2 
and 3 of Category I or Category III ( a ) of Schedule 
I to the Arms Rules , 1962, or bombs , dynamite or 
other explosive substances unauthorisedly in a noti 
fied area , he shall , notwithstanding anything con 
tained in any other law for the time being in force, 
be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
shall not be less than five years but which may 
extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be 
liable to fine , 


( 2 ) Where any person is accused of any offence 
under this Act or any rule made thereunder , it shall 
be open to the Designated Court trying him to pass 
an order that all or any properties, movable or im 
movable or both belonging to him , shall, during the 
period of such trial be attached, and where such 
trial ends in conviction , the properties so attached 
shall stand forfeited to the Government free from 
all encumbrances . 


: 6. Enhanced penalties. — ( 1 ) If any 
person with intent to aid any terrorist or 
disruptionist , contravenes any provision 
of , or any rule made under , the Arms 
Act , 1959 , the Explosives Act , 1884 , the 54 of 1959 .

( 7) For the removal of doubts , it is hereby pro 
vided that the attainment by a person appointed as a 
judge or an additional judge of a Designated Court of 
the age of superannuation under the rules applicable 
to him in the service to which he belongs , shall not 
affect his continuance as such judge or additional 
judge . 

( 8 ) Where any additional judge or additional 
judges is or are appointed in a Designated Court , the 
judge of the Designated Court may , from time to 
time, by general or special order , in writing , provide 
for the distribution of business of the Designated 
Court among himself and the additional judge or 
additional judges and also for the disposal of urgent 
business in the event of his absence or the absence of 
any additional judge . 


( 4 ) Where any shares in a company 
stand forfeited to the Government under 
this section , then , the company shall , 
notwithstanding anything contained in 
the Companies Act, 1956 , or the articles 
of association the company , forthwith 
register the Government as the trans 
feree of such shares .

Designated Courts 


9. Designated Courts . -- ( 1 ) The Central Go 
vernment or a State Government may, by notifi 
cation in the Official Gazette , constitute one or 
more Designated Courts for such area or areas, 
or for such case or class or group of cases as may 
be specified in the notification . 


10. Place of sitting. -- A Designated Court may , 
on its own motion or on an application made by the 
Public Prosecutor , and if it considers it expedient or 
desirable so to do , sit for any of its proceedings at 
any place, other than its ordinary place of sitting : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be cons 
trued to change the place of sitting of a Designated 
Court constituted by a State Government to any place 
outside that State . 


11. Jurisdiction of Designated Courts. - ( 1 ) Not 
withstanding anything contained in the Code , every 
offence punishable under any provision of this Act 
or any rule made thereunder shall be triable only by 
the Designated Court within whose local jurisdiction 
it was committed or , as the case may be, by the 
Designated Court constituted for trying such offence 
under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 9 . 


( 2 ) Where a notification constituting a Desig 
pated Court for any area or areas or for any case 
or class or group of cases is issued by the Central 
Government under sub - section ( 1 ) , and a notifi 
cation constituting a Designated Court for the 
same area or areas or for the same case or class 
or group of cases has also been issued by a State 
Government under that sub -section , the Designated 
Court constituted by the Central Government , whe 
ther the notification constituting such Court is 
issued before or after the issue of the notification 
constituting the Designated Court by the State 
Government, shall have, and the Designated Court 
constituted by the State Government shall not have , 
jurisdiction to try any offence committed in that 
area or areas or, as the case may be, the case or 
class or group of cases , and all cases pending 
before any Designated Court constituted by the 
State Government shall stand transferred to the 
Designated . Court constituted by the Central Go 
vernment . 


( 2 ) If, having regard to the exigencies of the situa 
tion prevailing in a State, the Central Government is 
of the opinion that 

(a ) the situation prevailing in such State is not : 
conducive to a fair , impartial or speedy trial, or 

(6 ) it is not likely to be feasible without occa 
sioning the breach of peace or grave risk to the 
safety of the accused , the witnesses , the Public 
Prosecutor and the judge of the Designated Court 
or any of them , or 

(c ) it is not otherwise in the interests of justice , 
it may , with the concurrence of the Chief Justice 
of India ( such concurrence to be obtained on a 


( 3 ) . Where any question arises as to the jurisdic 
tion of any Designated Court, it shall be referred to

-General) , transfer any case pending before a 
Designated Court in that State to any other Desig 
nated ourt within that State or in any other 
State . 


(2 ) If, in the course of any trial under this Act 
of any offence , it is found that the accused person 
has committed any other offence under this Act 
or any rule made thereunder or under any other 
law , the Designated Court may convict such person 
of such other offence and pass any sentence autho 
rised by this Act or such rule or , as the case may 
be, such other law , for the punishment thereof , 


13. Public Prosecutors . ( 1) For every Desig 
nated Court, the Central Government or , as the 
case may be , the State Government, shall appoint 
a person to be 

the Public Prosecutor and may 
appoint one or more persons to be the Additional 
Public Prosecutor or Additional Public Prosecutors : 


Provided that the Central Government or, as the 
case may be , the State Government, may also 
appoint for any case or class or group of cases a 
Special Public Prosecutor . 


( 3 ) Where the whole or any part of the area within 
the local limits of the jurisdiction of a Designated 
Court has been declared to be, or forms part of , any 
area which has been declared to be a disturbed area 
under any enactment for the time being in force mak 
ing provision for the suppression of disorder and 
restoration and maintenance of public order, and the 
Central Government is of opinion that the situation 
prevailing in the State is not conducive to fair , im 
partial or speedy trial within the State, of offences 
under this Act or the rules made thereunder which 
such Designated Court is competent to try , the 
Central Government may , with the concurrence of 
the Chief Justice of India , specify , by notification in 
the Official Gazette , in relation to such court (here 
after in this sub -section referred to as the local court ) 
a Designated Court outside the State (hereafter in 
this section referred to as the specified court ), and 
thereupon. 

( a ) it shall not be competent, at any time during 
the period of operation of such notification , for 
such local court to exercise any jurisdiction in res 
pect of , or try , any offence under this Act or the 
rules made thereunder ; 

( b ) the jurisdiction which would have been , but 
for the issue of such notification , exercisable by 
suchi local court in respect of such offences com 
mitted during the period of operation of such noti 
fication shall be exercisable by the specified court ; 

( c ) all cases relating to such offences pending 
immediately before the date of issue of such notifi 
cation before such local court shall stand trans 
ferred on that date to the specified court ; 

(d ) all cases taken cognizance of by , or trans 
ferred to , the specified court under clause (b ) or 
clause ( c ) shall be dealt with and tried in accord 
ance with this Act (whether during the period of 
operation of such notification or thereafter ) as if 
such offences had been committed within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of the specified court or , 
as the case may be , transferred for trial to it 
under sub - section (2 ) : 


( 2 ) A person shall not be qualified to be appoin 
ted as a Public Prosecutor or an Additional Public 
Prosecutor or a Special Public Prosecutor under 
this section unless he has been in practice as an 
Advocate for not less than seven years or has held 
any post , for a period of not less than seven years , 
under the Union or a State , requiring special know 
ledge of law . 

( 3 ) Every person appointed as a Public Prosecutor 
or an Additional Public Prosecutor or a Special 
Public Prosecutor under this section shall be deemed 
to be a Public Prosecutor within the meaning of 
clause ( u ) of section 2 of the Code , and the provi 
sions of the Code shall have effect accordingly . 


14. Procedure and powers of Designated Courts . 
( 1 ) A Designated Court may take cognizance of any 
offence , without the accused being committed to it 
for trial, upon receiving a complaint of facts which 
constitute such offence or upon a police report of 
such facts . 


( 2 ) Where an offence triable by a Designated 
Court is punishable with imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding three years or with fine or with both , 
the Designated Court may , notwithstanding any 
thing contained in sub -section ( 1 ) of section 260 
or section 262 of the Code, try the offence in a 
summary way in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed in the Code and the provisions of sections 
263 to 265 of the Code , shall , so far as may be, 
apply to such trial : 


Explanation 1. — A notification issued under this 
sub - section in relation to any local court shall cease to 
operate on the date on which the whole or , as the 
case may be, the aforementioned part of the area 
within the local limits of its jurisdiction , ceases to be 
a disturbed area . 


Explanation 2. — For the purposes of this section , 
" Attorney -General" means the Attorney -General 
of India or , in his absence , the Solicitor -General 
of India or , in the absence of both , one of the 
Additional Solicitors -General of India . 


Provided that when , in the course of a summary 
trial under this sub -section , it appears to the 
Designated Court that the nature of the case is

12. Power of Designated Courts with respect to 
other offences . - ( 1) When trying any offence, a 
Designated Court may also try any other offence 
with which the accused may, under the Code, be 
charged at the same trial if the offence is connected 
with such other offence .

( 5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Code, a Designated Court may , if it thinks fit and 
for reasons to be recorded by it , proceed with the 
trial in the absence of the accused or his pleader 
and record the evidence of any witness , subject to 
the right of the accused to recall the witness for 
cross -examination .

17. Trial by Designated Courts to have prece 
dence . - The trial under this Act of any offence by 
a Designated Court shall have precedence over the 
trial of any other cases against the accused in any 
other court ( not being a Designated Court ) and shall 
be concluded in preference to the trial of such other 
case and accordingly the trial of such other case 
shall remain in abeyance . 


15. Certain confessions made to police 
officers to be taken into consideration , 
( 1) Notwithstanding anything in the 
Code or in the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 , 1 of 1872 
but subject to the provisions of this 
section , a confession made by a person 
before a police officer not lower in rank 
than a Superintendent of Police and re 
corded by such police officer either in 
writing or on any mechanical device like 
cassettes , tapes or sound tracks from out 
of which sounds or images can be 
reproduced , shall be admissible in the trial 
of such person for an offence under this 
Act or rules made thereunder . 

( 2 ) The police officer shall, before recording any 
confession under sub - section ( 1 ) . explain to the 
person making it that he is not bound to make a 
confession and that , if he does so , it may be used 
as evidence against him and such police officer shall 
not record any such confession unless upon question 
ing the person making it , he has reason to believe 
that it is being made voluntarily . 


18. Power to transfer cases to regular courts. — 
Where, after taking cognizance of any offence , a De 
signated Court is of opinion that the offence is not 
triable by it, it shall, notwithstanding that it has 
no jurisdiction to try such offence, transfer the case 
for the trial of such offence to any court having 
jurisdiction under the Code and the court to which 
the case is transferred may proceed with the trial 
of the offence as if it had taken cognizance of the 
offence . 


19. Appeal. ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in the Code, an appeal shall lie as a matter 
of right from any judgment, sentence or order, not 
being an interlocutory order ; of a Designated Court 
to the Supreme Court both on facts and on law . 

( 2 ) Except as aforesaid , no appeal or revision 
shall lie to any court from any judgment, sentence 
or order including an interlocutory order of a Desig 
nated Court. 


16. Protection of witnesses.-- ( 1 ) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in the Code , all proceedings 
before a designated court shall be conducted in 
camera : 


( 3 ) Every appeal under this section shall be pre 
ferred within a period of thirty days from the date 
of the judgment, sentence or order appealed from : 


Provided that the Supreme Court may entertain 
an appeal after the expiry of the said period of 
thirty days if it is satisfied that the appellant had 
sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal within 
the period of thirty days . 


Provided that where the Public Prosecutor SO 
applies, any proceedings or part thereof may be held 
in open court . 

( 2 ) A Designated Court may, on an application 
made by a witness in any proceedings before it 
or by the Public Prosecutor in relation to such 
witness or on its own motion , take such measures 
as it deems fit for keeping the identity and address 
of any witness secret .

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa 
in the Thirty - eighth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows :
